Alberta's color co! combination for 
1947 motor vehicle number plates 
will be white letters on a black 
background, according to informa- 
tion received from the provincial 
secretary's department. 

This is regarded as a most popu- 
lar color combination and easily 
identified at all times. 

Alberta's color scheme also will 
be in use in Quebec, Nova Scotia, 
and Prince Edward Island 

British Columbia will have green 
letters on a white background, and 
Saskatchewan black on orange 
Manitoba and also Ontario will 
have black lettering o1 an alumin- 
um background. New Brunswick 
will have cream on brown 

As has been the practice for 
several years, there will be only 
one number plate issued for each 
vehicle, to be attached to the rear of 
the car. 

It is expected that the province 
will return to the two-number plate 
system in 1948, when materials for 
their manufacture in greater num- 
bers will be available. Many of the 
states continue to issue only one 
number plate.

BRITAIN’S NEW GEARLESS CAR 


| A revolutionary new car, which 
ihas already attracted considerable 
attention overseas, was shown in 
London recently for the first time.
